who have candidly stated their difficulties, but 
that they were even rejoiced to observe an inquir- 
ing spiritamong the Jews. They told me that 
no Jew throughout Egypt would ever dare to 
state to Mohammedans their objections against 
the Coran. [had here then a good opportunity 
of making those Jews acquainted with the true 
spirit of Christianity, which consists in meekness, 
patience, forbearance, long-suffering, gentleness, 
and kindness, and which teaches us when we 
are reviled not to revile again. They became 
anxious to read the New Testament, and to see 
what it contains, and to state afterwards likewise 
the difficulties they meet with. I had thus the 
pleasure and satisfaction of distributing four New 
Testaments among those very Jews with whom | 
dined. 


Objections of learned Jews. 


There was then at Alexandria an old Rabbi, 70 
years of age, born in Poland, and residing at Jeru- 
salem. He called on me as soon as he had heard 
that [have some knowledge of the Hebrew lan- 
guage, and thatI came on purpose to converse 
with Jews. He had with him his Hebrew Bible. 
When I asked him whether he had heard of Mo- 
ritz the Missionary in Poland, he replied, that 
Moritz tries to prove tothe Jews in Poland that 
the Messiah is already come, and that the Jews 
at Jerusalem received not long ago a parcel with 
New Testaments and little Tracts sent to them, by 
a German, from Acre, and that they were inform- 
ed that a Jew, converted to Christianity, intended 
to go to Jerusalem to converse with the Jews on 
Christian topics. He observed then, what is ve- 
ry remarkable, “* We Jews have been scattered 
more than seventeen hundred years among all the 
nations, persecuted and despised, our holy city de- 
stroyed, and 1700 years are past, in which it has 
been the continual effort of the Gentiles by shed- 
ding and sucking out our blood, to persuade us that 
Jesus of Nazareth was the Messiah, and 1700 
years are past and we firmly disbelieve it. It is 
true that Jesus of Nazareth performed miracles, it 
cannot be denied, but we know what Moses said. 
‘* If there arise among you a prophet, or a dreamer 
of dreams, and giveth thee a sign, or a wonder, 
and the sign or wonder come to pass, whereof he 
spake unto thee, saying, Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let us serve 
them; thou shalt not hearken unto the words of 
that prophet, or that dreamer of dreams. And 
that prophet, or that dreamer of dreams shall be 
put to death, because he has spoken to turn you 
away from the Lerd your God,” I replied to him, 
that that intimation of Moses cannot possibly be 
applied to our Lord Jesus Christ, for he was not 
only far from turning us away from the Lord our 
God, but even he taught us to address ourselves to 
him in our every need—he taught us to pray, 
** Our Father, which art in heaven, hallowed be 
thy name, thy kingdom come,” and he taught us, 
“There is one God, & there is none other but he.” 
This venerable old Jew called me repeatedly, 
and received from me with the greatest readiness 
a New Testament and Tracts. But I must state 
to you another objection of a learned Jew at Alex- 
andria. He said, “*If you would consider the 
state of the several denominations of Christians in 
this country, who thurder one another before the 
altar, while Jews and Mohammedans live toge- 
ther in perfect peace, you would not try to join 
Jews to their communion.” I replied that I only 
wish to make Jews acquainted with the excellen- 
cy of our Saviour’s doctrine, in order that Jews 
may become a burning light to lighten the Gen- 
tiles. This Jew however, speaks with high re- 
gard of the character of our Lord, and of the ex- 
cellency of the moral doctrine contained in the 
Gospel. He was already in possession of the New 
Testament which he had bought of the late Mis- 
sionary, Burkhardt, and for whom he sold thirty 
other copies to Jews. I made him a present of 
Hugo Grotius’ Treatise on the Truth of the Chris- 
tian Religion, which he promised to read with at- 
tention. 
By the objections of these Jews, we see clearly, 
what the obstacles are with which we meet in the 
conversion of the Jews, It is, | may venture to 
says not their unwillingness to search and enquire 
into the truth of Christianity—but, first the condi- 
; tion in which they are—obliged to suffer the ty- 
ranny of Mohammedans, where they dare nt, at 
the risk of their life, communicate their doubts 
against Islamism. Secondly, the unwise methods 
often taken either by superstitious or nominal 
| Christians to convert them to Christianity, as that 
old Rabbi said, * by having shed our blood.” And 
| alas! isnot this a fact? How much Jewish blood 
was shed'in Spain and Portugal! And at Rome 
they are compelled to hear, every Good Friday, a 
sermon; and the Missionary House for the con- 
version of the Jews, is partly supported by the 
| Jews themselves, at the express order of Pepe 
| Paul, and that order has ben sanctioned and con- 
| firmed by all the succeeding Popes. The third

I had, however, at Alexandria the satisfaction 
of being visited hy aged Jews, who came not with 
the intent of arguing, but as they expressed them- 
selves, to hear from me words of peace.” . There

delighted with the contents of it. They received 
me most kindly when I entered their Synagogues, 
and even gave me permission to read aloud to 
them in theirlaw. They complained to me of the 
decline of learning.among the Jews of Alexandria, 
of which the plague, which prevents them from 
sending their children to school, is one of the chief 
reasons, (‘They mentioned to me the names of 
their distinguished Rabbis who flourished in the 
last century, as for instance their great orator 
Rabbi, Mose Jsraeljand Elian Israel.) And it is 
remarkable that Alexandria was Visited 50 years 
ago by an Abyssinian Jew, who was only ac- 
quainted with the five books of Moses, and the 
books of Joshua and Samuel, and he told them 
that his forefathers had been sent to Abyssinia by 
king Solomon, wheu he sent his expedition in 
search of gold of Ophir, and they themselves set- 
tled in Abyssinia. The Alexandrian Jews have 
also been visited by one of the Beni Khaibir, who 
are supposed to be the Rechabites mentioned in 
Jeremiah. 


Favorable dispositions uf Catholics and Crecks. 


I had likewise the satisfaction of observing a 
great eagerness among Gentiles, as well Catholics 
as Greeks, to receive the word of God and other 
publications which prove the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity, with which! was able to furnish them, 
and for which | must here express publicly my 
Christian thanks and obligations to the Malta Bible 
Society, who kindly supplied me with them before 
my departure to the Levant. It is true the Ca- 
tholics made at first some objections, supposing 
that we gave them translations according to the 
English translation. This ebjection, however, 
ceased as soon us | proved to the Levantine Ca- 
tholics, that the Arabic translation was exactly 


at Rome; and to the Italians, that the Italian 
translation is that of the Archbishop Martini,which 
received the approbation of Pope Pius the sixth, 
and both translations are from the Latin Vulgate, 
sanctioned by the Council of Trent. 
Visit to Cairo. 

At Cairo there are two sects of Jews. The first 
and most numerous are the Talmudists, who take 
for their guide not only the Old Testament, but 
likewise the Talmud, a compilation by the Rab- 
bies about the time of Christ. The second sect of 
Jews at Cairo are the Caraites, who admit only 
the authority of the Old Testament, und reject en- 
tirely the Talmudistical traditions. | waited first 
on the Rabbies and Chiefs of the Talmudist Jews. 
and met with the kindest reception imaginable, | 
conversed with them first about the writings of 
their learned Rabbies in former ages,and acknow- 
ledged candidly the merits of some of them, (as 
for instance Rabbi Moses Bar Maimon, Moses Bar 
Nahman, Abarbanel, prime Minister to King Fer- 
dinand V. and Jonathan, Rabbi of the Jews at 
Hamburg. ) 

They have 10 synagogues atCairo. These I visit- 
ed,at their request, when they were all assembled 
to celebrate their Kosh-Hashana, at the beginning 
of the year, When they sound the trumpets. After 
that, the whole congregation, Shedding abun- 
dance of tears, exclaimed, ** Blesed is the people 
that know the joyful sound. Ther shall walk, O 
Lord, in the light of thy countenaice.” I could 
not help saying, “Oh that thot, Lord, mayest 
shower down upon thy people the power of thy 
grace, that they may really hear the trumpet of 
salvation, that they may worship thee in the Ho- 
ly Mount at Jerusalem, that they may acknow- 
ledge that thou Jesus of Nazaret] art the same 
yesterday, and to-day, and forfver, on whose 
thigh and vesture is the name writen; ‘* King of 
Kings, and Lord of Lords!” I hid frequent con- 
versations with Jews on the sibject of Chris- 
tianity. More than fifty Jews aj once called on 
me in the British Consulate and read for several 
hours in the Gospel. 4)ne whom! knew at Alex- 
andria said to his brethren; ‘“We must argue 
with this Gentleman, and hear his reasons, and if 
be is right, we are obliged to acknowledge it.” 
A young genteel Jew to whom I jad given a New 
Testament, told me he had spentthe whole night 
in readiag it, and he was able tc tell me the con- 
tents of a great partofit. He tdd me that he in- 
tends to embrace Christianity ad travel about 
and converse with other Jews on Ubristian topics, 
and that his relations who residein England have 
already acknowledged the truths of Christianity 
and are baptized. Whether he was sincere or 
not, this only the Lord knows who searches the 
hearts and reins. I distributed at Cairo above 
100 Hebrew New Testaments and several hun- 
dred Tracts, and had daily conversations with the 
Jews, and even in several assemblies they discuss- 
ed among themselves the svbject about which I 
had conversed with them, and I even had the sa- 
tisfaction to observe that a Jewish father read the 
Gospel to his son. And shall we suppose that 
this inquiry into the truth of the Gospel will be in 
vain? Certainly not! ‘“ For thus saith the Lord,

Sheh Alsuri, who speaks of our Lord with high ven- 
eration, The Samaritans are found now only at 
Naplouse, the ancient Sichem, where are about 
200 souls. ‘The Samaritans Lave no Rabbies but 
Kohapim, or priests. Their High priest died 50 
years ago, and as he was the last of the lineal de- 
scendants of Phineas, they have no High Priest 
since, but priests of the family of Aaron, and Le- 
vites. They pretend still to know their tribes, 
Most of them profess to be of the tribes of Ephraim 
and Manassah, a few of Dan and Gad. They ad- 
mit only the five books of Moses, They know the 
Messiah under the name of the successor, because 
he is to be the Tahib, successor of Moses. They 
expect two Messiahs, the first to be called Joshua 
and the second and principal one, Moses. He is 
to be of the tribe of Joseph, and they believe he 
is already on the earth, and will soon make a most 
glorious appearance.

Jewish Sects, 


The Polish Jews are divided into two sects. 
One sect are Pharisees, who are strictly attached 
to the literal observance of the ceremonial law, 
' and wear large phylacteries. They study, day 
| and night, to explore the course ofthe stars. They 
| discern the face of the sky, but do not discern the 
signs of the times; ever learning and never able 
to come to the knowledge of the truth. The oth- 
er sect are the Hassidim, the spiritual Jews, who 
say that outward ceremonies are of no use at all, 
and we must attend rather to the spitit. To 
prove their doctrine they quote Jeremiah xxxi, 
31, 32, 33, 34; where the new covenant is men- 
tioned. The author of this sect was Israel Baal 
Shem, who died 70 years ago in Poland. They 
have been excommunicated by many Rabbies.

Mr. A. What a foolish, vile, wretched, wick- 
ed plan that is, sending Missionaries to corrupt 
that people.—[Here the old gentleman saddenly 
grew earnest, and seemed rather to lack epithets 
to express his disapprobation. | ; 

Mr. B. A few days ago, Mr. P. the black mi- 
nister, inquired of me about the people of Hayti; 
he has letters from New-York and here, and is go- 
ing out to convert the Negroes. 1 told him they 
were a peaceable, well behaved, honest people ; 
that as to their religion, | did not pretend to tell 
about people’s religion; that was a matter of their 
own, they were, however, Roman Catholics, and 
seemed to be very devout in their way ; were uni-

SUFFOCATION OF BOYS AT MALTA. 
Extract of a Letter to a gentleman in Boston, from 


Ree. Wm. GoovEtt, daled 
Malia, Feb. 12, 1823. 


“* A feast, observed in all Catholic countries 
before Lent, has made the three last, days of riot. 
It is a masquerade, always Commencing on the 
Sabbath preceding Lent, and continuing three 
days ; during which time, the Maltese assume al- 
most any character and commit almost any sin 
they please.—Male and female, old and young, 
throng the most frequented ways in mask; men 
habited like women ; women like men; and ge- 
nerally all agping to appear as hideous, as mon- 
strous, or as ridiculous,as possible. Some ofthem 
have a nose more than half as large, as an ordina- 
ry human face ; some have a wig like a judge, 
and a mouth extending almost from ear to ear; 
while others represent “the devil and his an- 
gels.” If you can imagine, how “the furies” 
would look and act, if made visible to mortal eyes, 
you can conceive fhe scenes of this ‘** carnival.” 
Indeed, sir, as they have forty days of Lent to fast, 
and pray, and confess their sins, they seem deter- 
mined not to fast, and pray, and confess for noth- 
ing. Yesterday, as being the last, was the most 
licentiously festive of the three days; and last 
night as concluding the whole, would have been 
given up to the most clamorous, indecent, and un- 
restrained merriment, had not an awful provi- 
dence interposed to stop such reveling. I have 
taken much painsto know the circumstancés of 
this providence, and as near as I can ascertain 
them, they are as follows :— 

* Some of the people, convinced of the impro- 
priety of the boys’ witnessing such scenes of lewd- 
ness and abomination, have been in the habit of 
contributing something to encourage a priest to 
take and keep from the city, during the after- 
néon of Tuesday, as many boys, as he can per- 
suade to follow him by promising them bread, 
nuts, fruit, &c.,as a reward. Last evening, as 
the priest returned with them in procession, he 
took them into one of the Convents of the city to 
give them their reward. It is said, that a thousand 
children were present. Perhaps the number was 
not so great, and perhaps it was greater. In or- 
der to give them all an equal opportunity, and to 
prevent any from retarning for a second reward, 
they were led in at one door of the convent, con- 
ducted to a ‘arge hall on the second floor, where 
they received their collation; and were then to 
make room for others, who had rot been served, 
sent down in a different direction to pass out at 
another door. | am of the opinion, from inspect- 
ing the plaee, and from all I can learn, (for the 
accounts are contradictory,) that they ran down 
several steps; then through a long narrow pas- 
sage; and agaia dowr several more steps to the 
door; and that those in advance, being pressed 
against the door by those immediately behind 
them, were unable to open it; while those in the 
rear, not knowing the cause of the difficulty, pres- 
sed on with all the thoughtlessness of youth. At the

From the Christian Secretary. 
An answer to the question, ‘* What are general- 
ly the reasons why religion is at a low ebb in some 
towns and neighbourhoods where there are many 
professors of religion.” 
First. Christians generally are not earnestly 
engaged in praying for revivals. As fervent pray- 
er isa channel through which these blessings are 
generally received, we cannot reasonably expect 
them until the agonizing prayers of Christians 
are poured out before the throne of God. 
Second. The second reason may be because 
the majority of Christians in such places are gen- 
erally such as may be styled “* fashionable profes- 
‘sors.”” | mean such as have just religion enough 
, to make them popular with ali classes of people, 
and such as have not religion enough to make the 
evil their enemy. This class pretend conscien- 
tiously toindulge themselves in all the fashions 
and ceremonies of the ungodly. Contrary to the 
eXpress Command “come out from the world” 
“He that ‘would be a friend to the world is an ene- 
‘my to God.” In the social circle religious con- 
‘versation is generally neglected, even by minis- 
ters of the forel, where religion long remains ata 
low ebb. Yes, even the clergy may be seen while 
at their tables and visiting their parishioners whol- 
ly neglecting conversation on yital piety. 

Third. Many pretend they are fearful of injur- 
ing the cause, by introducing religion before those 
who are opposers. Wonderfully tender of the 
cause are these professors of pretended modesty.— 
But follow them a little further, and you will find 
them self-sufficient enough in other subjects,heed- 
less about injuring the cause of religion. 

Fourth, The fourth reason may be because 
none but ministers and elders are permitted to 
take part in religious meetings; for if we permit 
young people to do this, ‘ they will be puffed up 
with pride,’ says an old professor; a subtle scheme 
of the adversary. They are silenced from their 
duty with more severity than backsliders; such 
professors do more to deaden vital piety around 
them, than a society of infidels like Paine and

The priests ‘will probably improve 
the oceasion to eftablish their own authority, and 
to bind the people more strongly in the chains of 
ignorance and superstition. But He, who has af- 
flicted, can sanctify the affliction. May every 
Christian, to whom these sad tid’ngs shall be told, 
lift up his heart to God in prayer, that ‘ this peo- 
ple may turn wito him that smiteth them.’ ”

JERUSALEM, April 14, 1821. 

Very Dear Sir,—This morning the Greeks cele- 
| brated the resurrection of Lazarus fiom the dead. 
Many priests and a multitude of pilgrims left 
| the city before sun-rise, and ascended to the sum- 
mit of Mount Olives where the service was per- 
formed. The ceremonies were multiplied and 
eplendid. After prayers the multitude descended 
Mount Olives the east side aud came to the grave 
of Lazarus. There “was one circumstance which 
arrested my attention, as it teaches us; more than 
a thousand volumes can do, the sentiments of the 
Greeks with regard to the worshipping of saints. 
About the middle of the exercises, two meni pass- 
ed round with plates soliciting charity. To pub- 
lish the design of the contribution, they repeated, 
every moment, these words, (Hagie Lazare, Boe- 
therete hemas.) Holy Lazarus, help us! 

The plea they make for such worship to saints 
is, that Jesus is too high, we dare not pray to him. 
But what confidence is this in our Savior’s pro- 
mise ; ‘* Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in 
my name, he will give it you.” And how does 
this agree with another passage, ‘* For there is 
one God and one Mediator between God and man, 
the man Christ Jesus ?” ; ; 

I] desire much to hear from your family. Will 
your dear children ever forget me? ‘ 

lregret that! did not direct them more fre- 
quently and more earnestly to the Saviour of sin- 
ners. Tell them that I have visited the garden 
where our Saviour continued in prayer all night 
for them, and also the Mount Calvary where He,’ 
in the agonies of a crue] death, cried, “* Father, 
forgive them, they know not what they do.” 
May they know the love of Christ and may it can- 
strain them to deny all ungodliness.

The New-York Missionary Register for May, 
contains the journal of the Union Mission for Oc- 
tober and November, 1822, and the journal of the 
Seneca Mission from Jan. 28, to March 10, 1823. 

Union Mission.—Oct. 2. Information was re- 
ceived of the surrender of 21 prisoners, by the 
Cherokees to the Osages—making with those be- 
fore surrendered, 29. 

13. Learned that the attack made on the Osa- 
ges near the mouth of the Canadian river, was by 
the Choctaws from Red river. The Osages were 
advised by Col. Arbuckle, to send back some 
horses they had stolena year since from the Red 
river white people. 

17. The Mission was visited for the first time 
by White Hair’s Indians, who are in an unsettled 
state. They behaved with great propriety. 

24. Tally took away‘his son on a banting ex- 
pedition, notwithstanding all the arguments of the 
missionaries. He entered into a written agreement 
to bring him back after 30 days. 

26. The heartsof the brethren were refreshed 
by the arrival of Rev. Mr. Pixley from Harmony, 
with W. C. Requa and wife, and George Requa. 
—One of the hired men discovered, and for seve- 
ral weeks had discovered great anxiety for his 
soul; but two others about this time were dis- 


charged for violating the rules of the establish- 
ment. 


‘Nov. 1. The brethren, Washburn and Orr, ar- 
rived from Dwight, for the purpose of holding a 
general missionary meeting, to consult on the 
common interests of missions in the Western wil- 
derness. The meeting was highly pleasant, har- 
monious and strengthening. All the brethren 
were much revived. 

The place formerly occupied by Mr. Revoir, 
who was killed last year by the Indians, has pass- 
ed into the hands of Mr, Augustus P. Choteau. 
This establishment is about 15 miles from Union, 
up Grand River—and will probably give perma- 
nen¢y to the residence of the Indians in this part 
of the country. Prospects are ineteasingly fa- 
vorable. 

25. - The clay at this station is of the first qua-: 
lity, and laborers have been engaged to make 
brick, to build the walls of the houses; owing to 
the scarcity of woed, buildings may be erected of 
brick more cheaply than of timber.—Sickness pre- 
vailed considerably among the laborers, wheu this 
journal was written. fs Sone 

Seneca Mission.—Jan, 28. ‘Three boxes of 
clothing were received, from Montgomery, Orange 
County, N. Y., Raritan and Milstone,'N. J., and 
were a very acceptable and important assistance. 

Feb. 3. Two promising boys left the school in 
consequence of a slight correction. The’effect on 
the rest of the children was salutary. These boys 
returned, March 8, and plead eamestly to be re- 
ceived again—one of them had been forcibly tak- 
en away by a dissipated mother—the - other very 
penitently confessed his fault. : 

14, A meeting of the Seneca Chiefs was held, 
to take into consideration the question, whether 
the Tuscarora children should be embodied at the 
Seneca Station. Mr. Crane, missionary to the 
Tuscaroras, and the aged Sacharissa were present. 
The result, was, the postponement of a decision, 
till the regular June Council, as it was likely to 
effect the interests of the nation deeply. | 

20. Miss A. Bishop from Homer, N, Y, arrived, 
to assume the duties of an assistant female teacher. 

During the month of February, Mr. Harris spent 
considerable time in family Visitation, with the 
special object of forming a church at no distant 
period, and ascertaining the views of the more se- 
rious part of the tribe in regard to such an event.

New York African Free School.—In the New 
York Statesman we find the particulars ofa public 
examination of the pupils belonging to this bene- 
volent institution. There were assembled on the 
occasion between four and five hundred children 
of colour of both sexes. They were all nearly of 
the same age; were neatly clad and afranged in 
the most perfect order. The examination was 
conducted by the instructors. Beautiful speci- 
mens of needlework, executed by the females, ex- 
cited the admiration of the audience. The pupils 
alse evinced a thorough acquaintance with the 
various branches of educatien ; reading, writing, 
arithmetic, English grammer and geography. The 
most difficult problems were solved on the artificial 
globe, and specimens of penmanship, maps, and 
other drawings neatly executed were exhibited. 
Several pieces of original poetry, composed by one 
of the females, evincing genius and skill in proso- 
dy, were read by the instructors. Throughout the 
whole examination, says the writer, we were un- 
able to discover the least evidence that the intel- 
lects of this unfortunate race are in any respect 
inferior to those of white children, or that they are 
incapable of the same attainments in knowledge.

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POLITICAL SUMMARY. , 
FORZIGN. 

From France.—Bordeaux accounts have been 
received at Philadelphia, which state that pre- 
parations for war are still in progress, ‘but ac- 
tual hostilities between France and Spain had not 
commenced. It is reported that both the Duke 
and Dutchess of Angouleme are opposed to a war 
with Spain. This report, however, is not credit- 
ed, and does not appear credible. Itis also ru- 
mored that a smal] division of the French army 
had entered Spain, but this also wants confirma- 
tion. Some of the French accounts represent the 

= are army as being formidable on paper only— 
| That Spain could not collect an army of 25,000 
effective men, and that three fourths of the popu- 
lation are devoted to the old order of things, an 
absolute King, and a church independent of the 
civil authority. The Spasish and Gibraltar pa- 
pers ws a different complexion to this affair, but 
admit that large bodies of partizans in opposition 
to the new government are scattered throughout 
Spain. The Ultra-Royalists of Portugal have 
been successful in a late contest, and succeeded 
in cutting off four battallions of cavalry and a re- 
giment of the line. The King had ordered the 
Portuguese commander to ve tried for losing the 
battle, and had deprived the Insurgent Chief of all 
his titles and honors. 
The King of Spain was on the road from 
Madrid to Seville on the 2td of March. The 
Cortes adjourned their session to the 3d of April, 
when they were to meet ia Seville. 
Late and Important.—Tht arrival of the Packet 
Ship Leeds, Capt. Stoddart,-at New-York, has 
brought papers from Londos to the 22d, and from 
Liverpool to the 24th of April.. The French army 
passed into Spain on the 7th of April. The pre- 
ceding day they bad a skirmish with some scat- 
tering French and Italians,in which the latter 
fled after the loss of 15, killed and wounded. Four 
French officers, it is repored, were wounded in 
this skirmish, On the 9th,a skirmish took place 
between the invaders anda detachment of the 
garrison of St. Sebastian. The latter retreated. 
The place was summoned 6 surrender, but refus- 
ed, a fire was commence) on the French, by 
which their loss, according‘o some accounts, was 
800, killed and wounded. The town was desert- 
ed by the inhabitants. 

A letter from Paris, state, that the French ar- 
my in Spain had experiened two defeats before 
St. Sebastian and Pampelua. The Constitution- 
alists, it is said, fight witha desperation not ex- 
pected by the French.—Tk affair at St. Sebas- 
tian is represented as veryserious, and the hospi- 
tals are said to be full of ear soldiers. It is 
like wise reported that the kench had received a 
check at Pampeluna. 

The Royalists have beenlefeated in Valencia, 
with the loss of 1600, kille¢and made prisoners. 

The Duke d’Angoulemeissued a proclamation 
similar to other manifestoswhich had previously 
appeared respecting the uses of hostility, and 
the motives and determinations of the assailing 
army. 

Flying columns of gue¢llas move about be- 
tween the Pyrenees and ne Ebro. They hover 
round the French, harass hem, and leave them 
nothing to eat. 

It is stated that the mostlecided hostility pre- 
vails every where in Spai against the French, 
and that submission is out f the question. A ru- 
mor is current that. Gen. fina is marching into 
France at the head of 15,0) men, and that great 
desertions are continued bm the army of the 
Faith under the command (the Baron d’Erolles. 

British Parliament.—M Canning communi- 
cated a copy ofjhis last dspatch to the French 
government, stating certai) conditions to be ob- 
served by France in regardo her conduct as res- 
pects Spain, in order to emre the neutrality of 
Great Britain, A personahifercation took place 
in the House of Commons, 4 the 17th of April, be- 
tween Mr. Canning and MiBrougham, in conse- 
quence of some severe remitks of the latter. An 
explanation ensued and th parties were appa- 
rently reconciled. 


Mexico.—Accounts havebeen received from 
Mcxico, by the way of Haana, since the abdi- 
cation of Iturbide. It waspported that he had 
been poisoned and his fami! imprisoned. Later 
accounts, however, state thie is still a prison- 
er, and that the Cortes intei to banish him and 
fifty of his followers. 

Commodore Porter has adressed a letter to the 
editor of the New York Etning Post, in which 
he states, that “there bbe been no piracies 
committed since I have bén on the coast; our 
commerce is effectually prected by weekly con- 
voys, the coast is completellined by our schoon- 
ers and barges, and I have jst returned from the 
principal resort of the pirats, where they have 
been compelled by our pregnce to destroy their 
vessels with their own hands They are now, (the 
27th day of my arrival on tis coast) completely 
broken up, and dare not appar here again, while 
the present arrangements dist. It is said that 
much has been promised ag little performed by 
us. We have done all pes bo have been ex- 
pected of us; we have re ered the navigation 
on this side of the island s¢ure against piratical 
depredations, avenged the path of Allen, by an 
example that will strike thm with terror; we 
have driven them from theocean to the shore, 
where, if they do carry on tir depredations they 
must necessarily be beyondthe reach of punish- 
ment, as they are never to pe found in any num- 
bers, and have no mark byg#hich they can be dis- 
tinguished from other indivfuals, even by the re- 
sidents of the island and lo@! authorities.” 

Messina.—Several earthwakes have recently 
been felt ir Méssina. The gost severe was on the 
5th of March, and on the 7h, considerable dam- 
age was done at a small gillage, called Nazo, 
which was nearly destroyely and a number of 
persons killed. At Palermo, one church and seve- 
ral other buildings were thrown down, and be- 


tween 40 and 50 persons - The damage 
done is estimated at $200,00) ; and the lives lost 
are said to be 25, besides wounded. 


Loss af the Albert.—The)packet Albert, from 
Dublin to Liverpool, was log in the latter part of 
March, on a rock at a shof distance from Holy- 
head. There was 160 peréns on board, of whom 
only 26 were saved. 

More of Pirates.—A pssenger in the Catha- 
rine, at Charleston, state, that a few days before 
he sailed, a schooner of B guns and 150 men,was 
ready to sail from Havart on a cruise, obviously 
intended as a pirate. 4t the Regla, some of 
these desperadoes stated that as Commodore Por- 
ter was looking out for thim, and would probably 
bang them at the yard am, they would not spare’ 
any American who fell ato their hands. 


It was reported at St. ago de Cuba, April 22d, 
that two piratical schovers had captured and 
sunk off that place an Américan brig, supposed to 
be the Hyperion, bound to Marseilles, and a 
French brig bound to Nartinico. It was also 
said that they had mudlered the crews. Two 
men had escaped in tht boat of the French brig 
and arrived at St. Jago!

Nor does he receive men because they are poor, 
despised, illiterate, or feeble. Sometimes the rich 
and honoured ; learned and powerful ; are hum- 
ble, obedient followers of Jesus Christ. 

He does not receive men because they are born 
in a Christian land, and have grown up under the 
light of the gospel ; nor because they have receiv~- 
ed Christian baptism ; or partaked of the Lord's 
supper. Many have done all this, to whom he 
will say,I never knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity.

TRUE RELIGION, 

Is it merelyaname? No. Men may havea 
name, that they live; god yet be dead. [sit 
merely a profession ? . Men may, in words, 
profess Christ, when in works they deny him. Is 
it merely being honest in the sight of men? No. 
Men must render, not only to Cesar the things 
that are Cesar’s, but unto God the things that 
are God's. Istrue religion merely supplying the 
temporal wants of men ; or being zealous for some 
favourite opinion? No. Men may give not only 
half, but all their goods to feed the poor, and their 
bodies to be burned, and yet it profit them noth- 
ing. What then is true religion? True religion, 
the religion of a sinner who is naturally at enmity 
with God, begins in reconciliationtohim. ‘* You 
that were sometimes alienated, and enemies in 
your minds by wicked works, yet now hath he 
reconciled.” We pray you, said the apostle, in 
Christ’s stead, ‘* be ye reconciled to God.” 

The apostacy consisted in departing from God: 
setting up a separate interest, and seeking that 
interest with all the heart. Religion begins in re- 
nouncing that separate interest, and going back 
to God. I willarise and goto my father, and ] 
will say to him, Father, I have sinned. The way 
back is Jesus Christ. “Il am the way, no man 
cometh to the Father but by me.” 

Convicted by the Holy Ghost of his guilt, and 


danger; condemning himself for his departure,- 


and disposed to return ; enlightened to behold the 
spiritual beauty and glory of the son of God, set 
forth asa propitiation for sin; by believing in 
whom the guilty may be pardoned, and received 
into favor, the penitent, returning sinner believes 
on him, and finds rest to his soul.

MILK AND BUTTER. 

The practice of milking thrice a day, especial- 
ly when cows are in good pasture, is recommend- 
ed; each milking will give almost as much as if 
oniy done twice, for, when the udder is full, the 
milk begins to be absorbed into the body of the ani- 
‘This practice will be found not only to in- 
crease the quality of manure, but of milk. 

Milk should be poured into pans as soon 48 pos- 
sible, and if carried far or much shook, never gives 
abundant of good cream. 

In order to find the richness of the milk of your 
different cows, pour the first of the milking of each 
into glass tumblers, and when the cream has risen, 
you can easily see which bears the thickest coat. 
Winter’s miik, although less abundant, will be 
found to be richer than summer’s. 

Milk gradualiy increases, in richness, from the 
first drop down to the very last, Take a tumbler 
full of the first, and another of the last ; you will 
find that the first yields not one tenth part as much 
cream as the last ; and the difference of its quali- 
ty is as great as that of its quantity., She who by 
careless milking, leaves half a pint in reality, iooses 
not only as much cream as the first five pints afford, 
but also all that part of the cream which gives 
richness aod Havor to the butter,and dries up the 
cow into the bargain. 

A milk pan should not be above three inches 
deep. The thickness and quality of cream is said 
to be much improved by pouring the new milk in- 
to a pan just taken out of boiling water, and cover- 
ing it with another of the same. 

It is said that a table spoon full of powdered 
saltpetre, stirred, a few hours before churning. 
into as much cream as makes 12]bs. of butter,will 
prevent the javor of wild onion, and probably any 
other taste of foul pasture. 

The cream that rises first make the choicest but- 
ter; what comes afterwards is of an inferior qual- 
ity. We may thus make two qualities of butter. 

Butter cannot be made till the cream is some- 
what sour; if you begin to churn before that time,

Sugar a preservative of animal food.—The anti- 
septic quality of sugar is sufficient to preserve fish 
in excellent condition. So active is this sub- 
stance, tbat fish may be preserved in a dry state, 
and perfectly fresh, by means of a small quantity 
of sugar alone. Salmon, whiting, and cod, have 
been thus kept for an indefinite period. Fresh fish, 
by this means, may be kept in that state for some 
days, so as to be as good, when boiled, as when 
just caught. [Lon. Meth. Mag. 








OBLLUARY 

In Ashburnham, 27th ult. the Rev. Jonn Cusn- 
1nG, D. D. in the 79th year of his age, and 55th of 
his ministry. He wasa son of the Rey. Job Cush- 
ing of Shrewsbury, and was graduated at Harvard 
College in 1764, with the class, of which the late 
Governor Strong, Bishop Parker, Dr. Aspinwall 
and others, who have obtained professional emi- 
nence, were members. He was ordained in 1768 
to the pastoral charge of the Church in Ashburn- 
ham, to which he conscientiously devoted the la- 
bors and services of his life ; cherishinga sincere 
interest for both the temporal and the spiritual 
prosp-rity of his people, and enjoying their confi- 
dence as a faithful minister, a prudent counsellor, 
and an upright man. A vigorous, accurate judg- 
ment, thorough simplicity of thought and conduct, 
a fearless, naked sincerity, with a temperament, 
not liable to be disturbed, were his characteristics. 
Perhaps those, who observed only the directness 
of his manners and janguage, which were strongly 
marked by the plainness of past times, might fail 
to appreciate the benevolence with which they 
were combined. By long continued habits of read- 
ing and the reflections of an active mind,he had 
accumulated 4 copious store of knowledge, which, 
to his family and intimate friends was rendered a 
source of igstruction and pleasure. Asa minister, 
he was endued to an eminent Cegree with the gift 
of judgment. Few were more frequently employ- 
ed, or were more successful in the divine art of 
peace-making ; and by his.consistent, no less than 
conciliating temper, he acyuired confidence and 
esteem from those around him of different denom- 
inations. Whatever importance he might attach 
to the views he had himself adopted, they were in- 
variably united with an enlarged charity, anda 
liberal iaterpretation of the opinions and rights of 
others.
